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INTRODUCTION 
BACKGROUND & METHODOLOGY 


In 1971, the Education Research and Liaison 
Branch, Department of the Secretary of 
State, published "A Directory of Federal 
Activities in Education and Research". 
Responses to the directory were favourable; 
requests for copies have been numerous; 
continuous internal use has been made of 
the document. This current document is 

an outgrowth of the first. In the earlier 
document, the method used to collect 
information and data was generally informal; 
working through contacts obtained by using 
the government telephone directory and 
"word-of-mouth". 


This publication is a product of a more 
formal "Survey of Federal Government 
Activities in the Field of Education, 
1972-73" conducted by the Education 
Support Branch during the summer of 1974. 
Designed in collaboration with some other 
federal departments and agencies, the 
survey questionnaire sought to prepare 

a comprehensive base for collection of 
continuous information pertaining to 

the federal government's involvement in 
programs and activities affecting education. 


Using a survey questionnaire, 67 departments 
and agencies were asked to provide 
quantitative and qualitative information 
pertaining to their support of education 
related activities: 38 departments and 
agencies reported educational components 
amounting to $1,974 billion. The data 
requested included types and recipients 
of support, level of expenditures 
affecting education, conditions under 
which support was provided, the regional 
distribution and the amount of support, 
and selected recipient characteristics. 
The structure within which each 
department/agency was requested to 
provide information was the activity- 
program structure utilized in the Main 
Estimates "Blue Book"’. Thus, where 
possible, every department and agency 
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completed one questionnaire for each 
activity which was educational in nature 

or which has at least one unit or component 
which was educational. 


This directory, intended to serve as a 
general inventory of federal government 
involvement in education contains 
selected information obtained from the 
survey, and, in some instances is 
supplemented with information contained 
in the annual reports and other published 
documents of participating departments 
and agencies. For each department/agency 
reporting support of education for the 
1972-73 fiscal year, the following type 
of information has been included: 


* identification of the program and 
activity in which the educational 
involvement occurred; 


* a brief description of the educational 
component including year established, 
objectives of the educational component, 
and collaboration and consultation with 
other organizations, where relevant; 


* the type of support, recipient of 
support and level of the educational 
system receiving assistance; 


* conditions under which support was 
provided; 


* total amount of support in nearest 
hundred dollars; 


* in the instances where individuals 
received support, the number of 
awards made in 1972-73 and the fields 
of specialization of the individuals 
receiving the support; 


* the address of the department and/or 
agency. 
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TERMS & DEFINITIONS 
EDUCATION 


For purposes of the survey, an activity 
or component of an activity was related 
to education if it provided support to 
students, faculty, educational 
institutions and/or governments for 
purposes of formal instruction or 
research at any educational institution, 
at home or abroad, at all levels, 
including elementary and secondary 
education, post-secondary (university 
and non-university), and vocational 
(trade) training. Included were 
language courses for immigrants, support 
of military colleges granting degrees, 
schools run for dependents of employees, 
and, schools for Indian or Eskimo 
children. Excluded was federal 
government involvement in activities 
which could be considered strictly 
personnel, in-house-professional 
development, and/or trade training, 

i.e. language courses for federal 
employees, and other in-house, on the 
job training. 


TYPES OF SUPPORT 


The major types of educational support 
that have been identified are as 
follows: 


GRANTS 


Grants are funds awarded to students, 
faculty, educational institutions 
and/or governments to assist them in 
the performance of projects initiated 
and controlled by the recipients. 
There are two kinds of grants: 
research grants, awarded specifically 
for research and related purposes, 
and, regular grants or contributions 
often used for operating or capital 
purposes. 
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CONTRACTS 


Contracts are funds awarded to students, 
faculty, educational institutions and/or 
governments as compensation for the 
performance of projects generally 
initiated by the funder. Terms and 
objectives of the work are defined by 
the contracting programs, and 
accountability of the funds expended 

is required. As with grants, contracts 
can be specifically for research and 
related purposes, or, can be for other 
specific projects and services. 


ALLOWANCES 


Allowances are financial assistance 
given to students and/or parents 
purely in recognition of full-time 
attendance at an educational 
institution (often includes support 
for ‘lodging,.food; etc.). 


FELLOWSHIPS 


Fellowships are funds awarded to 
individuals to assist them in carrying 
out projects usually aimed at developing 
their research competence or training. 
They are usually related to candidacy 
for high-level academic studies, i.e. 
graduate and post-graduate training 
and/or specialized research training 

for faculty members. 


BURSARIES 


Bursaries are awards given to students 
who demonstrate financial need and have 
reached a designated level of achievement 
in their studies. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 
Scholarships are awards given without 


an assessment of financial need, to 
students of superior academic standing. 
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LOAN GUARANTEES 


The agency lending the funds is 
guaranteed to obtain repayment. In 
the event that the loan recipient 
defaults, the government agrees to 
reimburse the lender. 


DIRECT FEDERAL LOANS 


Financial assistance is provided 
directly from federal funds (i.e., 
the lender is the government) on 
the understanding that principal 
and interest will be fully or 
partially repaid by the borrower. 


TAX DEDUCTIONS 


Taxes foregone as a result of certain 
deductions related to education.

A series of operating grants, established 
in 1966, are awarded as contributions to

A substantial portion of the funds is 
devoted to stipends for student support. 


To prevent duplicity in granting funds 
for specified projects, collaboration 
with the National Research Council 
takes place through participation as 
Operating Grants Committee member on 
the Selection and Screening Committee, 
NRC Grants Committee. 


The Agriculture Canada Operating Grants 
Committee is comprised of 3 Agriculture 
Canada members and 7 university 
representatives who participate in a 
"peer'' evaluation process.

throughout the world. 


The Postdoctorate Fellowship Scheme is 
administered by the National Research 
Council on behalf of Agriculture Canada. 
Selection Committee decisions are approved 
by an Inter-departmental Committee of 
which the Assistant Deputy Minister 
(Research) is a member. 


On-going contact takes place between 
directors and research scientists with 
respect to prospective candidates 
throughout the world. 


Fellowships to Post-Doctoral Students 


Applicants should possess or expect 

to obtain a Ph.D. degree before taking 
up an award; normally they should not 
have reached their 36th birthday 
before an award is taken up; applicants 
must meet all Canadian immigration 
requirements. 


Criteria in providing support are 
based upon an evaluation of: the 
candidate; academic background; 

the candidate's proposed supervisor; 
the field of research; and, 
compatability of the team in light 
of the above.

Support of Atomic Energy Research 
commenced in 1947. The programs of 
research continuously are evaluated 
against their objectives. 


Grants-in-aid for research are awarded

Four regional committees interview 
the candidates in their area. 
Individuals to be recommended for an 
award are presented to a national 
committee composed of the regional 
chairmen. The national committee

makes a final selection of award 
holders and alternates according to 
the number of awards available (100). 
Candidates are judged on their 
academic achievement and the program 
of studies to be undertaken.

Fellowships to Doctoral Students 


Doctoral Fellowships may be awarded to 
persons who by the time the award is 
taken up will have completed one year 
of graduate study beyond Honours B.A. 
or equivalent and will be registered 
in a program of studies leading to 
Ph.D. or equivalent. Fellowships 

for tenure in Canadian universities 
are available to Canadian citizens 
and landed immigrants as of December 
15 of year preceding year of tenure. 
Fellowships for tenure abroad to 
Canadian citizens and to landed 
immigrants are provided under certain 
conditions. 


Fellowships are awarded through 
competition; candidates are selected 
by juries, according to discipline, 
on academic merit and suitability of 
program presented.

Research Fellowships to Faculty 


Applicants are scholars with higher 
degrees and some post-secondary teaching 
experience in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. They must have a 
well-developed research program; be 
ineligible for sabbatical leave; and 
not previously had extended leave of 
six months or more for research 
purposes. Recipients must be on 

leave without pay and work full-time 
on the proposed research plan during 
tenure; they must be Canadian citizens, 
or landed immigrants under certain 
conditions.

Research Grants to Faculty 


Grants are made to career scholars in 
Canadian universities for advanced 
research initiated by the faculty 
member involved. Grants are intended 
to defray actual direct costs of a 
coherent project having a clearly 
defined objective and a well defined 
plan for reaching that objective. 


Applications for research grants are 
evaluated for the significance and 
feasibility of the project, as well 
as, qualifications of the applicant 
to carry out the proposed research. 
The Council makes its decisions 
based on the confidential evaluations 
of the accessors and the advice of 

an Academic Panel.

Applicants must be university scholars

The program of study need not be 
designed in pursuit of an academic 
qualification; however, a clear 
description of the potential program 
and the career intentions of the 
candidate are significant. Preference 
is given to candidates who have actual 
experience in development work.

Canada's involvement in education 
assistance began with its membership 
in the: Colambo; Plan,}) 1950.i0CGIDA 
became an official independent agency 
in 1967). 


Initially, Canada's involvement 
concentrated on trainees in Canada and 
advisers abroad; in 1955 teachers also 
were sent overseas. 


The responsibility for conducting realistic 
educational strategies ultimately lies 
with the developing countries; however, 
from a Canadian viewpoint main policy 
rationale and substantive aims of 
educational assistance are to improve 
and strengthen the educational systems 
overseas through the application of 
knowledge existing in the Canadian 
educational community, and, to further 
the development of the human resources 
of the recipient countries, and so to 
effect their economic, social and 
political development. 


In early stages Canadian policy was to 
undertake composite projects wherever 
possible -- building and equipping 
schools and colleges, providing staff 
for the early years of operation, and 
training in Canada for selected personnel 
who later would return home to form the 
permanent staff of such institutions. 
To assist universities in developing 
countries to establish new faculties 

or departments, a policy was adopted 

to enter into contractual arrangements 
with Canadian universities who in turn 
assumed responsibility in assisting 
universities overseas. 


*CIDA's involvement in "educational" activities 
does not readily fall into the structure (activity- 
program) utilized for other departments/agencies. 
Frequently their assistance cuts across several 
activities. 
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CANADIAN INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AGENCY 


In meeting early requests for teachers, 
priority has generally been placed on 
teacher training positions and senior 
posts in secondary schools. Each 
assignment was expected to include 
contributions to in-service training, 
curriculum development and improved 
methods of instruction. Areas of 
specialization centered on Mathematics 
and Science, second-language learning 
(English and/or French) and technical 
and vocational subjects. 


In 1967-68 the Canadian training program 
began to lay increased stress on the 

need to relate training to priority 
manpower needs in the developing countries. 
Increased emphasis was also given to 
graduate and specialist training over 
undergraduate courses. 


By 1969 "third country training" became 

a point of concentration. Under this 
program students financed by CIDA are 
trained in another developing nation 

near their own homeland. In adopting 

the policy it was felt that such a 

plan would reduce culture shock and 
problems of re-adjustment, courses would 
be more applicable to the milieu in which 
the student would work, and the programs 
would strengthen training institutions in 
the developing countries. 


Since 1970-71 a trend is evident away 
from assistance in secondary schools 

(with the exception of Francophone Africa) 
and towards support of technical 
institutions and trade schools. Teacher 
training still shows an increase, but 
again a good deal of this is on technical 
training. Agricultural extension work 
showed an increasing emphasis, and though 
the amount of involvement was small, 
instances of support of non-formal education 
began to appear. 
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CANADIAN INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AGENCY 


CIDA does collaborate and consult with 
other federal departments/agencies. 

This is primarily through outside 
committees: liaison with other federal 
departments, is formalized through the 
Canadian International Development Board, 
the Interdepartmental Committee on 
Development Assistance, and the 
Interdepartmental Committee on External 
Relations. 


A considerable degree of cooperation 
exists between CIDA, provincial 
departments of education, and educational 
institutions across Canada. Provincial 
departments sometimes assist in recruitment, 
often assist in selection, and are always 
involved in arrangement of secondments. 
Other provincial departments, as well 

as those of education, cooperate when 

it comes to arranging suitable practical 
training programs in Canada, as do the 
educational institutions which accept 
CIDA trainees each year. 


Canadian professors serve as members 

of university faculties and departments 
directly linked with national development 
programs in agriculture, engineering, 
education and the sciences. Besides 

this, some Canadian universities are 
"twinning" with universities in developing 
countries. This normally means an exchange 
of staff, with Canadian professors 

serving abroad, and staff from the 
university in the developing nation 

coming to Canada to study.

The Canada Student Loans Plan Act, 
established in 1964, is designed to 

make financial help available to 

students who require assistance to carry 
on full-time studies at the post-secondary 
level. 


In carrying out the terms and the 
conditions of the CSLP collaboration and 
cooperation occurs at all levels. At 
the federal government level, the 
Departments of Secretary of State 

and Finance study and elaborate policy. 


The provincial governments are responsible 
for determination of the eligibility of 
individual students: their need for a 
loan, the provincial residence status 

in connection with the issue of 
Certificates of Eligibility to 

qualifying students, and, the 

designation of educational institutions. 


The chartered banks and other lenders, 
designated for purposes of the Plan, 
cooperate in the provision of financing 
and administration of the Canada Student 
Loans Plan. 


Loan Guarantees to Chartered Banks 
and other lenders 
(for post-secondary student support) 


The Canada Student Loans Act provides 
for payments by the government to a 
lender in connection with a loan 
made pursuant to the Act and to 
Regulations. The payments cover 
interest at the rate prescribed by 
Regulations (64% per annum for the 
year under review) while the loans 
are interest free to borrowers (i.e., 
the period the student is engaged in 
full-time study and for six months 
thereafter); the full amount of any 
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FINANCE 


loss sustained as a result of default 
by the borrower on such a loan; in 

the event of the death of the 

borrower, the full amount of 

principal plus interest owing at the 
time of death; a collection fee if a 
lender or other agency has collected 

for the Government a loan on which a 
loss claim had been paid and alternative 
payment to non-participating provinces. 


A participating province may authorize 
loans during any loan year in an 
aggregate amount up to a maximum of 
its allocation of the total loan 
provision contained in the Act. This 
loan provision is allocated among the 
provinces in the same relationship 
which the 18-24 year age group in a 
province bears to the same age group 
population for Canada as a whole. 

For the year under discussion, 1972-73, 
the loan provision was $125,350,000. 
In addition, the Act provided for a 
supplementary loan provision equal 

to 307 or $37.6iemi lion ofsthe 

basic loan provision. This supplementary 
loan provision is not tied to 
provincial population data and may be 
allocated on a discretionary basis 

by the Minister of Finance, upon the 
application by a province, to 
supplement that province's basic 
allocation. For the year under 
review $18.77 million of the 
supplementary provision was allocated. 
The discretionary loan provision was 
included in the legislation in 
recognition of the fact that, in 
practice, there are differences in 

the relative levels of loan demand 
from province to province due to 
differences in regional income 
patterns, student population and 
other factors. Quebec does not 
participate in the plan and receives 
an alternative payment.

Students may receive Certificates of 
Eligibility if they are Canadian 
citizens, or, are landed immigrants 
within the meaning of the Immigration 
Act and have been resident in Canada 
for a period of not less than one 
year; establish residence in a

PROGRAM Fiscal Transfer Payments Program 


The Fiscal Transfers for Post-Secondary 
Education program, established in 1967, 
through Part II of the Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967 is designed 
to assist the provinces in financing 
post-secondary education. The 1967 Act 
made provision for a province to receive 
for 1967-68 a fiscal transfer equal to 

the greater of $15 per capita of provincial 
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FINANCE 


population, or an amount equal to 50% of 
the eligible operating expenditures for 
post-secondary education in the province. 
For subsequent years, the provinces to 
which the 50% formula applied remained 
entitled to transfers on that basis, 
while the provinces initially on per 
capita basis (Newfoundland, Prince 
Edward Island, New Brunswick) were to 
receive a yearly increase in the 
transfer in line with the increase in 
eligible post-secondary operating 
expenditures in all provinces combined, 
until such year as the other formula 
would produce a higher entitlement. 


In 1972, the Act was changed so that 
the total federal contribution would 
not increase more than 15 per cent per 
annum. The provisions of the Act were 
later extended until the end of the 
1976-77 fiscal year. 


The fiscal transfers to the provinces 
for post-secondary education have two 
components: a federal revenue reduction - 
"tax points" - with associated 
equalization and revenue guarantee 
payments; and post-secondary adjustment 
payments, designed to bring the total 
transfer to each province to the level 
of its entitlement. The first section - 
"tax points" - is administered by the 
Department of Finance; the second by 

the Department of the Secretary of 
State. 


In 1972-73 the total amount paid under 
the Fiscal Arrangements Act was 
$989,161,700; $508,064,000 in tax points; 
$481,097,700 was paid in adjustment 


payments. (This was total cash 
adjustment during the year for more than 
one year). Both the tax points and 


adjustment payments are still subject 
to revision.

A scheme of tuition fee deductions, 
established in a 1961 amendment to the 
Income Tax Act, is designed to allow 
students to deduct their tuition fees 
from their incomes. Under the 
regulations only the student can claim 
the deductions regardless of who paid 
the fees. Tuition fees can be deducted: 
if the student paid over $25 in fees to 
a Canadian educational institution; if 
the student resided in Canada and 
commuted to and paid over $25 tuition 
fees to an American post-secondary 
institution; or, if the student attended 
13 consecutive weeks in a degree course 
at a university outside Canada. 


The department of Finance makes the 
policies relating to the tuition fee 
deductions; Revenue Canada is responsible 


for administering the regulations.

Education Deductions 


In 1973 the Income Tax Act was amended 
to permit students’ education cost 
deductions retroactive for the 1972 
taxation year. 


Education deduction is $50 for each 
month a student is in full-time 
attendance at a designated educational 
institution. 


Designated institutions include 
universities, colleges and other 
institutions offering job retraining 
or adult education courses in Canada. 


The deduction may be claimed by the 
student and/or a supporting individual. 


As in the case with tuition fee 
deductions Finance determines the 
policies; Revenue Canada administers 
the regulations.

The original Indian Act, established in 
1876, provided for the construction and 
maintenance of "school houses, council 
houses and other Indian public buildings". 


The objectives have changed gradually 
because of the federal government's 
entry into treaties, various amendments 
of the Indian Act, and other legislation. 
The objective now is to provide 
educational facilities and services 
which will advance the cultural aspirations 
of the Indian people and assist them in 
achieving equality of opportunity and 
self-fulfillment in relation to other 
Canadians. 


In carrying out the objective of the 
Education activity, consultation and 
cooperation takes place between the 
Department and other bodies. At the 
federal government level major contacts 
are with National Health and Welfare, 
Secretary of State, and Manpower and 
Immigration. Policies and programs 
with regard to allowances, cultural 
matters and training programs are 
coordinated. 


Contacts with provincial governments 

are for the purpose of negotiating 
general tuition agreements, training 
programs, etc. Contacts also are 
maintained with national and provincial 
Indian associations, local school boards, 
universities and other post-secondary 
institutions, and individuals regarding 
the provision of appropriate services 

or programs. Indian Bands, school 
committees and other groups are consulted 
concerning the provision of education 
services. 


The education activity has several 
components or sub-activities. These 
educational components of each sub- 
activity are identified and briefly 
described. 
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INDIAN & NORTHERN AFFAIRS 


SUB-ACTIVITY General Administration 


The educational components of the general 
administration sub-activity are to provide 
for the engaging and training of staff, to 
conduct education studies and research, to 
arrange for the acquisition and transfer of 
property, and for the equipping and 
maintenance of schools and teacherages, 

to provide office facilities, audio-visual 
aids, and to administer the student 
scholarships program. 


With respect to the above, cooperation 
and coordination occurs with the 
federal departments of Public Works, 
the Public Service Commission and with 
the Indian Bands. 


Grants to Provincial Governments 


Grants are provided to provincial 
governments for the in-service 
training of department employees at 
the post-secondary university and 
non-university levels. Arrangements 
for training are made with provincial- 
in-service training programs; the 
budgets for training are managed by 
regional offices and are allocated 
in accordance with the needs of 
district superintendents.

Research Grants to Universities 


In order to qualify for research 
support the projects must pertain to 
Indian Education and must have the 
understanding and concurrence of, and 
be sponsored by an Indian band or 
organization involved in the project.

Scholarships are awarded to outstanding 
students in nursing, teachers training, 
technical, agricultural and university 
courses in art, music and drama. The

This sub-activity was designed to provide 
educational services and facilities for 
Indian children who attend federal schools 
and to promote the participation of 
parents of Indian children in school 
affairs. In 1960-61 these objectives 
changed slightly to extend federal 
education services to certain categories 
of non-Indians living on reserves or in 
Indian communities. 


Fulfilling these objectives involves the 
cooperation/consultation of Indian bands, 
school committees and parents. Teachers 
recruited for service in federal schools 
must meet provincial qualifications. 


Grants for Elementary and Secondary 
Schools operated by the department 


Federal schools are operated in areas 
where Indian parents do not use the 
provincial educational services.

The above activity, established in 1958, 
is designed to provide, as requested by 
Indian parents, for the education of their 
children through entering into agreements 
with provincial, territorial, municipal 
and parochial school systems, and, to 
provide guidance services to all Indian 
students registered in an elementary or 
secondary school program. 


General education agreements have been 
negotiated between the federal 

government and some provincial governments. 
In addition, there are over five 

hundred joint agreements between the 
federal government and individual 

school boards in Canada.

Governments for Elementary and 
Secondary Schools 


The grants are made to provincial

Cooperation exists between the department, 
Regional Economic Expansion and 

Manpower and Immigration. A formal 
educational agreement also exists between 
Indian and Northern Affairs and the 
Saskatchewan Department of Education. 
Other agreements for cooperation/ 
coordination of adult education activities 
exist between the department and the 
province of Manitoba, the Saskatchewan 
Highway Traffic Board, the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, the University 
of Saskatchewan, and, the Alberta Human 
Resources Development Authority.

Adult education services are adapted 
to the needs of the community. The 
programs are implemented on the 
reserves or through an arrangement 
with established educational agencies. 
No direct payments go to provinces:

The vocational training sub-activity, 
established in 1956, is designed to 
provide the opportunity for Indians to 
obtain vocational skills and higher 
education enabling them to compete for 
employment in government and industry 
on an equal basis with other Canadians. 


The nature and the extent of cooperation/ 
coordination with other institutions is 
as follows: all applicants for vocational 
and special training first register with 
a Canada Manpower Centre for sponsorship; 
there is an informal agreement with the 
province of Manitoba for counselling, and 
formal and special vocational training 
assistance; there is a master agreement 
with the Province of British Columbia for 
educational services and facilities; and, 
there is a letter of agreement with the 
City of Calgary for the provision of 
counselling services. 


Grants to Vocational Institutions 


Grants are awarded for capital 
expenditures for vocational training 
programs and maintenance of pupils 
programs.

Bursaries/Scholarships to Post-Secondary, 
University and Non-University Students 


University and professional training 
programs are administered and approved 
at the district level.

In 1958 the department was authorized 
to enter into agreements or contracts 
for the provision of education services 
and facilities by non-governmental 
agencies. 


Cooperation and coordination exists 
between the department and Indian 
parents, who may request funds for 
transportation, away-from—-home 
maintenance and other allowances for 
their children. 


Negotiations also take place with the 
Chief, the Council Bands and contracting 
agencies. 


Allowances to Students at all levels 


An education allowance may be provided 
to cover the students'miscellaneous 
and personal supplies in cases where 
the parents can provide only a partial 
allowance or none at all.

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Books and Supplies 


Books and supplies provided include 
authorized texts, reference books and 
supplies such as pens, pencils, paints, 
home economics and shop fees, and gym 
uniforms.

Mid-day lunches are provided to 
supplement the diet of Indian children 
attending school. When feasible, 
Indian communities are encouraged to 
organize and administer the program 
either on a voluntary or business 
basis.

Boarding home requirements are 
determined jointly by Indian parents, 
departmental staff and the school 
committee.

Funds cover transportation costs for 
the boarding students: these include 
return plane, train or bus fare from 
the student's home to school. Also 
included may be daily fares between

The above sub-activity, established in 
1968, is designed to promote the 
preservation, growth and expression of 
Indian cultures, and to facilitate the 
entry of Indian creative and performing 
artists into the North American cultural 
world. 


At the federal level consultation 

' between departments occurs when there 
are related responsibilities i.e. with 
the Department of External Affairs, 
Cultural Affairs division and the 
Secretary of State, Arts & Culture 
Support Branch. 


Grants are made with the advice of a 
committee of technical members, including 
a university expert and the Indian Bands. 


Consultative Services to Universities 


Consultative services from the department 
are provided to universities and

The department also 
provides names of prominent Indian

ACTIVITY Employment and Training Services 


In 1967, the Adult Occupational Training 
Act replaced the Technical & Vocational 
Training Assistance Act of 1961. The new 
Act provided the legislation necessary for 
Canada to participate in the training or 
retraining of adult members of the labour 
force to ensure an adequate supply of 
productive manpower to meet independently 
defined requirements of the economy so as 
to narrow the gap between actual and 
potential performance; and, to allow 

adult workers to fulfill career aspirations 
through acquiring better paid, more 
satisfying work. In recent years there 
has been considerable emphasis placed on 
helping people with special needs. 


The AOT Act is implemented by means of 
Training Agreements negotiated with each 
Province and Territory for the provision 

of institutional training and by entering into 
contracts with employers for the training 

of their employees. At all stages from 

the initial planning to the graduation 

of a trainee there is close cooperation 
between federal and provincial personnel. 


Each year the federal government makes 
funds available to the provinces for 
adult training. The amount of the funds 
allocated to each province depends on 
many factors such as the size of the 
labour force, unemployment - industrial 
expansion, technological changes, 
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critical manpower shortages and client 
availability. The Federal-Provincial 
Manpower Needs Committees coordinate 

the determination of the training needs 
and the allocation of resources to meet 
the needs. The type of course - its size, 
location and starting date are scheduled 
for each provincial institution which 
takes part in the program. Payments to 
provinces are made on a monthly basis 

in proportion to the volume of training 
undertaken that month. 


For industrial training the priorities are 
established by the Manpower Needs Committees 
following which the Department of Manpower 
and Immigration enters into contracts with 
individual employers to assist in the 
upgrading of their employees. Each 
contract is accompanied by a training 

plan which must be approved by the 
province in which the training takes 
place. Provincial staff also helps 
monitor the training when it is underway. 
Such training may take place on the 
employers premises or in provincial 
training institutions. The contract 

with the employers provides for Canada 

to share in the cost of the training 

- course and also in the wages paid 
employees during the training. 


In addition to the above, funds are also 
made available to the provinces if they 
undertake training improvement projects 
which will lead to more effective and 
efficient training. 


At the federal government level, 
consultation occurs with: Statistics 
Canada for data collection purposes; 
Regional Economic Expansion for avoidance 
of double subsidization and negotiations 
about job creation programs; Labour in 
the provision of competitive wage rates 
and working conditions; National Health 
and Welfare; Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development; National Defence and Solicitor 
General in the provision of training 
facilities and courses. 
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In addition, Canada has drawn from and 
contributed to the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development pool 
of experience and recommendations with 
respect to Manpower Training. The 
present program had its origin in the 
OECD concept of an active manpower policy. 
Recurrent education concept promoted by 
OECD is now having an impact on Manpower 
and Immigration Training policy 
development. 


Adults eligible for institutional training 
under the Adult Occupational Training Act 
must be one year over the school leaving 
age in their province of residence and have 
been out of school for at least twelve 
months. Prospective trainees are 
interviewed by Manpower Counsellors located 
at Canada Manpower Centres throughout the 
country. If training will help increase 

an adult's employment opportunity or 
earings and if the person has the potential 
to complete a course which both he and 

the Counsellor feel is suitable, the 
trainee is referred to the appropriate 
institution. During the selection and 
referral process there is close 

cooperation with the training 

institutions. 


Trainees referred to full-time courses 
are eligible for training allowances 
based on family circumstances including 
the number of dependents. Travel 

grants and commuting allowances are also 
made available to trainees.

ACTIVETY Grants and Awards 


The first grants were made by the 
predecessor of the Medical Research 
Council, the National Research Council 
Associate Committee for Medical Research, 
in 1939. In 1960 the Medical Research 
Council became an autonomous granting 
body, but still a part of NRC. In 1968 
the Medical Research Council became a 
separate Crown Corporation. 


Its main objective is to assist in the 
attainment of the quality and scale of 
research in the health sciences essential 
to the maintenance and improvement of 
health services. To this end, it has a 
number of programs designed to promote 
and assist basic, applied and clinical 
research (except public health research) 
in Canada, and to provide training for 
research in the health sciences. 


An extensive system of review committees 
involving over 150 individual scientists 
assists the Council in evaluating the 
applications submitted to it. 


Formal mechanisms exist for consultation 
and collaboration on matters of mutual 
interest with the National Research 
Council, the Canada Council, the Ministry 
of State for Science and Technology and 
the Department of National Health and 
Welfare. There is also day to day 
consultation with officers of many 
departments and agencies. 


Research Grants to Faculty 


Grants are awarded following intensive 
peer assessment and approval by the 
Council to assist in defraying the 
cost of research carried out in the 
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health sciences complexes of Canadian 
universities and their affiliated 
institutions, and in other faculties 
or institutions when the proposed 
research is highly relevant to health.

SUB-ACTIVITY Education of Dependent Children 


The present program of provision of schools 
for dependents of armed force personnel 
was established in 1946. Prior to that 
time, military bases did not accommodate 
any married people. Rationale underlying 
the education of dependent children 
differs somewhat whether in Canada or 
outside. In Canada Crown Lands are not 
taxable: as a result, the Department 

of National Defence recognizes its 
obligations, as a landlord, to provide 
for education of dependent children. 


Overseas, the department recognizes its 
obligation to provide adequate educational 
facilities in accordance with Canadian 
standards to dependent children at Canadian 
Defence establishments. At the federal 
level, there is some consultation with 
Finance which contributes annually to 

the municipality in which a defence 
establishment is located, a sum of 

money in lieu of taxes. 


With respect to provincial coordination, 
it is noted that the DND schools are 
established under the applicable 
provincial regulations and follow the 
curriculum of the province in which the 
defence establishment is located. 


Furthermore, where possible, the DND 
Dependants School Board or Official 
Trustee is recognized under provincial 
legislation as the authority responsible 
for providing educational facilities of 
provincial standards. A special 
agreement exists with British Columbia: 
elementary and secondary facilities are 
provided to dependent children residing 
on the Crown Lands under an agreement 
whereby the province assumes 
responsibility for the administration, 
operation and control of DND Dependants 
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schools or for ensuring that the required 
facilities are made available at local 
municipal schools. Occasionally, DND 
also negotiates with the responsible 
municipal school board to accommodate 
children residing at the defence 
establishments. 


Operating costs for DND Dependants

Where no other method of providing 
school facilities is available, a DND 
Dependants school is built at the 
defence establishment. DND bears 

the full cost of construction, salaries, 
textbooks, supplies, furnishings and 
equipment.

The educational component objectives of 
this activity are to assist in the 
university education of recruits and/or 
current personnel for the officer 
category. There are 3 major components 
of the above: the operation of Military 
Colleges providing university/military 
training to selected recruits; financial 
assistance for the above recruits along 
with other selected individuals attending 
non-military Canadian universities; and, 
the sponsorship of Chairs and awards for 
military and strategic studies at 
certain Canadian universities. 
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There is frequent consultation with 
provincial departments of education on 
matters relating to DND education programs 
being conducted in the province. In 
addition, the degree granting charter of 
Royal Military College (Kingston) was 
awarded by the Ontario government. 
Extensive collaboration also occurs with 
the universities, colleges and school 
boards with respect to the use of their 
facilities by DND personnel. 


Grants for DND Universities

These allowances are paid to individuals 
who meet the special requirements of 
one of the military programs. The 
allowance includes living expenses, 
tuition fees and book grants. 
Individuals receiving these allowances 
must be serving members or accept to 
serve in the Armed Forces after 
graduation. For the most part, 
individuals receiving allowances also 
attend the military colleges. 


The nature and scope of the programs 
sponsored by the department are 
identified below. Although some of 
the programs are especially for 
individuals already in the armed 
forces, they have been included in 
this section of the report. 
Furthermore, the costs are estimates 
rather than actual expenditures. This 
is a function of the accounting 
procedures of the DND. 


Regular Officer Training Plan 
The ROTP, established in 1952, is 
designed to help fill the officer 


requirements for degree-qualified 
career personnel of the three services. 
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The student, male or female, must 
maintain good academic and military 
standing. Members of the ROTP are 
obligated to serve in the Canadian 
Forces for four or five years after 
graduation.

Dental Officer Training Plan 


The DOTP, established in 1967, is 
designed to provide subsidized training 
for undergraduates in Canadian dental 
schools. In order to qualify for 
support, the individual must be an 
undergraduate of a Canadian dental 
school, and, must enrol in the 
Canadian Forces for service as a 
Dental Officer for a minimum of five 
years after obtaining the licence to 
practice.

Medical Officer Training Plan 


The plan, established in 1952, was a 
21-month medical subsidization plan 
for a student in penultimate and final 
years of medical school. In 1959, this 
plan gave way to a 45-month plan. The 
period of obligation to serve was 
reduced from five to three years. In 
order to qualify for support, the 
individual must be an undergraduate 

of a Canadian Medical school, and, 
must enrol in the Canadian Forces for 
service as a Medical Officer for three 
years from the date the licence to 
practice is obtained.

Established in 1951, the UTP is a DND 
sponsored university scheme, for 
serving Canadian Forces men and women, 
to encourage and provide university 
trained officers.

Military Medical Training Plan 


The Plan, established in 1966, is 
designed to augment the direct entry 
intake flow of Canadian Forces medical 
officers.

The candidate's obligation to serve 
in the Forces after graduation is 

two years of service for every year 
of subsidization.

Professorships 


The professorships of military and 
strategic studies programme was 
established in 1967 with an associated 
programme of fellowships and 
scholarships to provide students with 
the opportunity to pursue graduate 
work in fields of interest to Canadian 
defence: national and international 
aspects of security, studies of 
strategic theory, alliances and United 
Nations, and civil military relations. 
The programme was devised and developed 
with the aid of the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada 
(AUCC) with basic aim of providing 
“opportunities for Canadian university 
students to study problems of national 
and international security in a Canadian 
context". The programme was to 
operate within $250,000 annually with 
six universities subsidized at $35,000 
per year for three years. Two 
fellowships of approximately $10,000 
each and three scholarships of $5,000 
each were authorized to be awarded 
annually to Canadian citizens and 
tenable anywhere suitable work can be 
undertaken. The Defence Research 
Board was asked to carry out the 
general administration duties.

SUB-ACTIVITY National Health Grants 


The National Health Grants, established 
in 1969, is a unit established for the 
administration of a research program 
under which financial support is provided 
directly to individuals or organizations 
for applied research of national interest 
in the health service fields. 


The National Health Grants committee 
collaborates and consults with other 
federal departments, with provincial 
departments and with individual 
institutions with regard to the grants. 


A committee has been established with 
the Medical Research Council to avoid 
overlap between projects and to insure 
that every applicant gets due consideration. 
Similar, but less formal arrangements 
exist with the National Research Council 
and with Environment Canada. Within 

the department informal consultation 
occurs with the Non-Medical Use of 

Drugs Directorate, which is now funding 
research projects. 
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Provincial Governments refer the relevant 
applications for assistance; individual 
institutions often gather background 
information on the development of 
pertinent university or hospital programs, 
monitor research in progress, and advise 
on suitability of programs for support. 


Research Grants to Faculty 


Recipients of awards must be Canadian 
citizens or landed immigrants and must 

have educational qualifications appropriate 
to the level of the award. The research 
proposed must be consistent with the 
objectives of the Research Development 
Directorate. 


The sponsoring organization (i.e. the 
university) must undertake to provide 
supervision and cover overhead expenses 
of the facilities.

SUB-ACTIVITY Health Resources Fund Act 


The Health Resources Fund Act (14-15 
Elizabeth II, Chap. 42), 1966, provided 
for the establishment of a Health 
Resources Fund to assist financially in 
the planning, acquisition, construction, 
renovation and equipping of health 
training facilities. 
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A health training facility is defined 
under the Act as a school, hospital, or 
other institution, or any portion 
thereof, for the training of persons 

in the health professions, or any 
occupations association with the health 
professions, or for the conducting of 
research in the health fields. This does 
not include residential accommodation. 


To be eligible, projects must be included 
in a 5-year program for the development of 
health care facilities. Programs of 

every province must be approved in 
principle by the Health Resources Advisory 
Committee, representing the federal 
government and every provincial government. 


Grants to Provincial Governments 


Conditions of support are specified 
under the Act. Collaboration and 
consultation with the provinces are 
continuously undertaken. Contributions 
make provision for heaith training 
facilities at the post-secondary level 
(university and non-university). In ‘the 
1972-73 fiscal year, the amounts expended 
at the university and non-university 
levels were $31,870,000 and $5,130,000 
respectively. Another breakdown of 

the 37 million total was $26,818,000 

for Education (teaching) and $10,182,000 
for Research.

SUB-ACTIVITY Professional Training Grant

The Professional Training Grant is a cost 
shared program which was established in 
1948 to assist the provinces in the 
training of health personnel. The types 
of training supported include basic and 
post-basic training, short courses, 
refresher courses and continuing education. 
Annual meetings and conventions are 
excluded. Innovative educational 
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programs to prepare new or modified 
categories of provincial or national 
conferences with a major emphasis on 
health manpower planning and development 
will be considered for support. 


The Grant is intended primarily for 
present or future staff of provincial 
and municipal health departments, health 
units, health regions, hospitals and 
non-government agencies acting as 
provincial agents. Health service 
students who agree to provide health 
services after their training is 
completed in under-serviced areas as 
designated by the province or in 
provincial programs are eligible for 
bursary assistance. The fields of 
training and selection of applicants 
are determined by the provincial 
departments of health. Federally, the 
program is administered by the Health 
Manpower Directorate, Health Programs 
Branch, Department of National Health 
and Welfare. 


Grants to Provincial Governments 


The amount appropriated annually under 
Vote 10, Main Estimates of the 
Department of National Health and 
Welfare, for the Professional Training 
Grant is distributed on the basis of 
$10,000 to each province with the 
balance distributed according to the 
population of each province. In 1960, 
a basis of 10 cents per capita was 
introduced, thus the amounts available 
annually to the provinces increase as 
the Canadian and provincial populations 
grow. In 1972-73, the total amount 
allocated for the Professional Training

ACTIVITY Ensuring the Provision of Hospital

The Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act was enacted in 1957 to 
ensure accessibility to hospital services. 


In carrying out the administration of 
the Act, there is periodic consultation 
between officials of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare and the 
Secretary of State concerning the 
relationship between the Hospital 
Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act 
and the Post-Secondary Education 
Adjustment Payments Regulations under 
Part II of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements Act. The purpose of this 
liaison is to avoid duplication of 
federal financial support for costs of 
education at the post-secondary level. 


Continuing consultation pertaining to 
these Acts also occurs between the 
provincial and federal officials. 


Grants to Provincial Governments 


In accordance with Section 4 of the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act, funds are transferred 

to all provinces except Quebec through 
a system of monthly advances and final 
payments. Funds to Quebec are 
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transferred in accordance with the 
provisions of the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act through the 
remission of tax points and supplementary 
payments. The federal payments described 
above are based on the federal share of 
hospital operating expenditures which 
include costs involved in the provision 
of health training at the post-secondary 
level by university affiliated hospitals 
and non-university teaching hospitals.

The National Research Council of Canada, 
established in 1916, is charged with 
undertaking, assisting and promoting 
scientific and industrial research in 
Canada. Over the intervening years NRC 
has developed a broad base of scientific 
and engineering competence in Canada in 
its own laboratories, in the university 
and industrial communities, as well as 
giving rise to a number of other federal 
agencies and institutions. 


Grants to universities are considered 
essential for the creation of new 
knowledge, for the application of science, 
and for the effective use of national 
scientific and technological resources. 
This includes the development and 
maintenance of a strong scientific base 
in Canada and the provision for the 
training and development of highly 
qualified manpower. In order to satisfy 
these objectives it is deemed necessary 
to support research training in the 
universities. 


The NRC programs falling within the scope 
of this survey are funded under two main 
votes: 


(a) a vote of $54.7 million for operating 
expenditures including the operation of 
the NRC laboratories; 


(b) a grants and contributions vote of 
$82.3 million covering two areas: 

$13.7 million as assistance towards 
research in industry and $68.6 million 
for scholarships and grants in aid of 
research. Out of the total of $65.65 
million identified as activities in the 
area of education under the present 
survey $407,600 originate from the 
operating vote and $65.2 million from 
the grants and scholarships component. 
The NRC program of scholarships and 
grants in aid of research is intended 
mainly for - but not exclusively - 

the support of university research. 
Some 30 distinct programs elements were 
supported under this program in 1972-73. 
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The fields of science supported through 
NRC awards to university researchers 
include: agriculture, astronomy, 
biology, chemistry, computing and 
information science, engineering, 
physical geography, geology, geophysics, 
mathematics, metallurgy, meteorology, 
oceanography, physics, space research 
and experimental psychology.

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SUB-ACTIVITY 1967 Science Scholarships 


The 1967 Science Scholarship was designed 
as a prestige program of postgraduate 
scholarships to assist outstanding 
students in undertaking graduate study 
and research leading to the Ph.D. degree. 


A maximum of 50 new scholarships is 
awarded annually to outstanding students 
who at the time of application have not 
reached 30 years of age and who are in 
the final year of their honours Bachelor's 
degree program. These scholarships are 
awarded for 3 years in the first instance 
and are renewable for a fourth year. 
Scholarships are restricted to Canadians 
and may be held only in Canadian 
universities other than those from which 
the candidates have graduated.
